Is Self Possessed and Firm, But Occasionally Pas- 


Throughout a Searching Examination 
--Secret Sessions of the Court. 


Rennes, Aug. 7.—The proceedings 


of the court martial betore which 
Captain Dreyfus is on trial opened 
at ten minutes past 7 o'clock this 
morning. 
Captain Dreyfus entered 


the court room with a firm step, 
though his features were palid. He 
is partly bald and what hair he has 
is gray and close-cropped. 


He answered the formal questions 


of the judge as to his name, age, 
etc., in a clear, determined voice. 
He sat facing the judges with his 
hand resting on his knee, an impres- 
sive figure. 


After the examination of Captain 


Dreyfus had been concluded the court 
adjourned, after deciding to sit be- 
hind closed doors tomorrow and as 
many of the following days as are 
necessary for the examination of the 
secret "dossier." 


The next public session of the court 


will probably take place on Saturday 
next. 


PERSONNEL OF THE COURT.

The trial opened, so far as Rennes 


is concerned, in an atmosphere of 
perfect tranquility. The population 
is apparently indifferent. 
Only a 


small crowd, at the most fifty per- 
sons, had gathered outside the en- 
trance to the Lycee by 6 o'clock. A 
majority of these were journalists. 


The prefect of. police and chief of 


the secret police, Viguier, 
arrived 


just before 6 and began the super- 
intendence of police measures. 


At this time only half a dozen of 


gendarmes were visible. They were 
stationed at the portal of the Lycee 
and inside the garden in front of the 
Lycee, which is separated from the 
sidewalk of'the Avenue De La Gare 
by a high iron railing, which no one 
was allowed to pass until Dreyfus 
had been transferred from the mili- 
tary prison to the room within the 
Lycee building where he was 
to 


await the moment when he should 
be summoned to enter 
the 
court 


room. 


STRONG MILITARY GUARD. 
Strong detachments of gendarmes, 


on foot and mounted, began to ar- 
rive at 6 o'clock and took up their 
positions in the aide streets around 
the Lycee. At 6:15 the prefect of 
police gave the order to close the 
Avenue De La Gare for three hun- 
dred yards in front of the Lycee and 
also all by streets leading to the 
avenue. The gendarmes were im- 
mediately drawn up along the ave- 
nue and the space in front 
of the 


Lycee was cleared of all spectators. 
A detachment of infantry was drawn 
across the avenue in double lines, 
leaving between them a passage for 
Captain Dreyfus across the avenue 
from the military prison to the en- 
trance to the Lycee. 


The crowd, which by that time had 


increased to a few hundreds, was 
kepi by the gendarmes at a distance 
of one hundred and fifty yards on 
either side of the passage. Captain 
Dreyfus emerged from the military 
prison under escort of a lieutenant 
and four gendarme*.

Colonel Picquart arrived on foot at 
6:30, wearing a silk hat and black 
frock coat, with the red ribbon of 
the Legion of Honor in the button- 
hole. 
No demonstration was made 


upon his arrival, but he appeared to 
be in a most cheerful mood, smiling 
and chatting with friends, and if he 
may be judged by his bearing, he is 
sanguine of a favorable issue of the 
trial. 


AN ANIMATED SCENE. 


The scene inside the court room was 


most animated. Eveiy inch of space 
was filled a quarter of an hour before 
the ptoceedings opened. 


The large, airy, well lighted room 


in which the trial takes place is in 
the form of a concert hall, with a 
stage and proscenium. The platform 
of the stage has been brought for- 
ward beyond the footlights. The room 
is painted a light blown, with the 
names of famous Bretons, such as Le 
Sage, Renan ami Chateaubriand in- 
scribed in golden letters on an orna- 
mental band about midway between 
the floor and ceiling. 


A long table, covered with dark, 


blue cloth, was ranged in front of the 
stage, behind which were the seats of 
the members of the court martial. 


A high backed arm chair has been 


provided for the president The seats 
were of polished mahogany, and were 
upholstered in dark, red cloth. 


Behind the membeis of the court 


sat the supplementary judges, who 
must attend all sittings and be able 
to replace any member who may fall 
ill or otherwise be unable to be pres- 
ent. 


Behind the suplementary judges 


w,ere a few privileged members of the 
public. 
On a portion of the stage extending 
in front of the proscenium was placed 
the bar at which the witnesses were 
heard. The bar lias a wooden frame 
of light, polished oak. It stood out 
prominently against tue dark, cloth 
covered judges' table. 


On the right end of this extended 


platform stood a table for the use of 
Maitres Labori and Demange, counsel 
for the prisoner and taeir two secre- 
taries. 


At the left side was placed a table 


for Major Carriere, the official repre- 
sentative of the government, and his 
assistants. 


On either side of the hall was a 


solid mass of newspaper men 
foi 


whom rough pine tables and benches 
had been provided. 


In the center 01 the hall were 


>laced chairs for the witnesses. Be- 
lind these was ano^er batch for the 
privileged public and then a row of 
soldiers, in parade uniform, drawn 
across the hall, with fixed bayonets. 


A narrow space between the troops 


and the back of the hall was filled 
with the "general puoiic," including 
a few journalists and detectives, with 


eudaimes sprinkled among them. 
Back of the stage hung a crucifix, 


before which the witnesses take the 
oath. Facing this, at me back of the 
hall, was a bust representing the re- 
public, with the letters "R. F." (Re- 
publique Francaise). 


At 7 o'clock MM. Labori and Pe- 


mange nnd Major Carriere, with their 
assistants, took their seats and the 
witnesses followed. 


Then sharp words from the officer 


commanding the row of soldiers at 
the back of the court room sang out: 
'Carry arms." 


"Present arms." There was a rat- 


tle of arms, and, a moment later, Col' 
onel Jouaust, followed by the other 
members of the court, walked on the 
stage, from a room behind, and took 
eats at the table. 
Deep silence fell upon the audience, 


who, up to then, had engaged in a 
buu of conversation. 


Colonel Jouaust an dhi scolleagues 


were In full parade uniform with 
aigrettes in the front of their peakec 
shakos. Colonel Jouaust's aigrette 
was white; the others were tri-color

AN. IHTRRE8TLNQ FIQURE. 
An interesting figure, seated be- 


yond the judges, was the woman 
known as "La Dame Blanche" (the 
white lady), who has never absented 
hersajf from any of the proceedings 
connected with the Dreytus affair, 
including all seaeions of the Ester- 
hazy, Zo|a and Picquart trials and 
the proceedings of the court Of cassa- 
tion. 


AU the actors in the drama are 


known to her. She is a pronounced 
Dreyfusard, very rich, and 
wears 


splendid pearls She was dressed to- 
day in a "picture" hat, with black 
and white, trimmings, and a pink 
bodice. 


The splendid -gold-laced uniforms 


of the generals summoned as wit- 
nesses and the uniforms of 
the 


Judges, soldiers and various officers 
present combined to light up 
the 


dark tints with which the walls of 
the hall were painted and gave a 
bright appearance to the court room. 


THE PRISONER APPEARS. 


Immediately after Colonel Jouaust 


was seated he gave the order to bring 
in the prisoner. All eyes were then 
turned to the right of the stage, be- 
side which was a door leading to the 
room in which Dreyfus was awaiting 
the summons. Almost everybody

There he drew himself up 


rect, brought his right hand sharp- 
y to the peak of his kepi, or mili- 
ary cap, giving the military salute, 
;howing that years of incarceration 
in Devils Island and terrible an- 
;uish of body and mind had not im- 
taired his soldierly

tearing. The prisoner then removed 
lis kepi and took the seat placed 
or him, facing his judges, just in 
ront of his. counsel's table and with 
lis back to the audience. 


Behind him sat a gendarme holding 


a sheathed sabre in his hand. Drey- 
us, in a new uniform of captain of 
artillery, dark blue, with red facings, 
fixedly regarded the judges with im- 
movable features and without stir- 
ring hand or foot, scarcely 
even 


moving his head, during he whole 
ourse of the proceedings, except 
when he entered and left the court 
oom. 
EXAMINATION OF DREYFUS. 
After . the 
formal 
proceedings, 


which occupied a couple of hours, 
Jolonel Jouaust began the examina- 
iou of Dreyfus respecting the fam- 
ous bordereaux, and what 
Dreyfus

amination, he stood erect,

Colonel Jouaust began by saying: 
"It results from the 
documents 


ust read that you are accused of 
laving brought about machinations 
or held relations 
with a 
foreign 


rower, or one or more of its agents, 
n order to procure it means, by de- 
ivering it documents, indicated in 
he incriminating 
bordereaux, 
to 


commit hostilities or undertake war 
against France. I notify you that 


will be allowed to state during 


.he course of these proceedings any- 
thing that appears to you useful for 
your defense." 


Dreyfus replied with a vehement 


declaration of his innocence, repeat- 
ng several times, "I am innocent," 
n fl voice which quivered with emo- 
tion. The agonized manner in which 
lie uttered his potestations of inno- 
cejice had a most painful effect and 
must have evoked the sympathy) even 
of his most inveterate enemies. 


The prisoner grew more composed 


as the examination proceeded, 
an- 


swering every question 
without a 


moment's hesitation. 


The accoustics of the court room 


were abominable, only those within 
a few feet of the judges being able 
to follow the examination closely. 


Even M. Labori, who was seated 


behind Dreyfus, within three yards 
of him, held his hand to his ear in 
order to catch the questions and an- 
swers! 


RIGOR OF THE JUDGE. 


Colonel Jouaust submitted Drey- 


fus to a rigorous examination, more 
in the style of a prosecuting counse 
than a judge, and made gestures of 
Impatience at some direct 'denials 
which Dreyfus gave repeatedly to the 
judge's questions. The prisoner's 
voice resounded frequently through 
the court room ^ as he energetically 
replied: "Wo, my colonel," or "Fever 
never," to quetions put to him.

A TROLLEY GAR JUMPS FROM BRIDGE, 
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Twenty-Nine Persons Killed at Bridgeport, Conn.—- 


Breaking of dang Rlank at Bar Harbor, Me,, 


Causes the Death of a Score. 


Bridgepoit, Conn., Aug. 7.—An

The scene of the accident is midway 


between Shelton and Bridgeport. The 
car was noiUibound, running toward 
Shelton. It was in charge of Conduc- 
tor John Carroll, of Bridgeport, who 


i among the killed, and Motorman 


Hamilton, of Bridgeport, who escaped 
by jumping. 


The trestle is 440 feet long, made 


of iron, with stone foundations, nnd 
was not protected by guard rails. 
South of the trestle is an incline 
down which the car ran at a high rate 
of speed. After it lan on to the tres- 
tle for about ten feet, the trucks left 
the rails and then the car continued 
on the ties for about 
seventy-five 


feet, when it went off the trestle and j 
dropped into the pond below, over- 
turning completely and unending. 
Then the car struck the four-ton 
motor and the heavy trucks crashed 
into it, instantly killing many of the 
passengers. Three physiciar.9 who 
were passengers on a car a short dis- 
tance behind, arrived quickly on the 
scene and rendered all possible assist- 
anc* to the injured. Word was sent 
to Bridgeport, and three ambulance! 
and a police wagon were hurriMl to 
the hospital. A morgue was impro- 
vised ia tht main room of tie tww* 


hall at Stratford, and in a very short 
time twenty-three bodies were laid 
out awaiting identification. 


The accident was witnessed by 


Miss Frank Peck, who resides about 
400 feet from the bridge. She was 
upstairs at her home as the car was 
passing, and &he says that it was 
rouning at an unusually fast 
rate. 


Frank Kramer, who was bathing near 
the bridge, states that the passengers 
weie nil singing and in the most joy- 
ful mood as they passed him. 


The road, which was practically 


controlled by the Bridgeport Traction 
company, was opened for traffic last 
Thursday. 


Neaily the entire medical force of 


Bridgeport responded to telephone 
calls sent in, but when the doctors ar- 
rived, they were unable to render as- 
sistance, as so few passengers ea- 
aped instant death. The car after 
upending soon settled over on its 
side, and there was little difficulty in 
removing the bodies of the dead as 
well as assisting the wounded. 


Motorman Hamilton is 
suffering 


from such a severe shook that it was 
mpoBsible to learn anything from 
him last night. 


President Andrew Radall, of the 


•ailroad company, stated that it waa 
mpossible for him to account for the 
accident. Immediately after his ar- 
rival at the scene he made a thorough 
nspection of the tracks and trestle 
work and could see nothing wrong, 
and the cars were running over the 
;restle as usual soon afterwards. He 
denied that the cars were being run 
at a high rite of speed, and claimed 
(hat every possible precaution 
had 


been taken to prevent accidents. 


One theoiy advanced is that faulty 


construction was responsible for the 
accident. At the point where the cars 
eave the road for the trestle, it is al- 
eged that the rails had sunk a little 
and though the forward trucks took 
the rails all right, the rear trucks did 
not connect and jumped the 
track 


which caused the forward trucks also 
;o leave the iron. It is believed that 
f proper guard rails had been placed 
on the trestle the car would have 
been prevented from toppling over. 


All of the persons killed sustained 


fractured skulls. William Kelly, of 
Bridgeport, who was in compny with 
Miss Farrell, escaped death by jump- 
ing from the car ns he felt itswaying 
to the fiat below. He sustained a se- 
vere shock, but was oiaerwise unin- 
jured. He stated that the cars were 
not running unusually fast, but that 
the car was swaying 
considerably 


when it struck the trustle and he 
realized the danger and knew his on- 
ly safety was in jumping.

Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 7.-—A care- 


ful examination by divers in the vi- 
cinity of the Mt. Desert ferry slip, 
the scene of the terrible accident yes- 
terdny, and investigation on shore 
by the offiiols of the Maine Central 
railway and others, up to 10 o'clock 
this forenoon seem to indicate that 
the twenty victims reported in last 
night's Associated Press dispatch** 
are all who perished as a result of 
the catastrophe. A Mr. Southard, of 
Bangor. who was seriously injured, 
is not likely to recover and two otlttr 
persons are suffering from pneumo- 
nia.

James Baker, who was serving a life 
sentence in the penitentiary for the 
murfler of William Howell in 1882. 
Baker has been in poor health for 
some time and his mind has become 
partially deranged. Friends have in- 
terested themselves in his behalf for 
several years, but there was always 
opposition to his release until recent- 
ly it was known his mind was af- 
fected. The governor was willing to 
grant him a parole provided friends 
would care for him, and James S. 
Baker, of Zanesville, a nephew, has 
agreed to see that he has a home and 
living the balance of his days. 


James Baker shot and killed Wil- 


liam Howell on the 4th day of Au- 
gust, 1881. Howell was at work in 
a barn and Baker shot him with a 
rifle just as he was about to mount a 
wheat stack. After Baker had killed 
William Howell he reloaded and shot 
at John Howell, a son of the dead 
man. The ball missed its mark and 
before he could load and shoot again 
the farmers at work near by had 
placed him under arrest. 


The case came up for trial before 


Judge Bobo in the Adams county cir- 
cuit court in March, 1882. Baker 
was defended by J. Q. Stratton & 
Bro., 
while Prosecutor W.S. O'Eourke 


and S. M. Hench represented 
the 


state. A plea of insanity was en- 
tered, but the jury returned a verdict 
of murder in the first degree and 
fixed his punishment at life impris- 
onment. 


Once before Baker had been in 


trouble. In May, 1873, he was tried 
before Judge Brackenridge on a 
charge of assault and battery with 
intent to kill his brother-in-law, one 
Carpenter, with an axe. At this trial

VICTIMS WERE EXCURSIONISTS. 


The Maine Central railroad yester- 


day ran excursions to Bar Harbor 
from all sections of its line iu Maine, 
the attraction being the 
warships 


which were expected Sunday. 


The train which left Bangor at 


8:25 consisted of twelve cars jammed 
with people. At Mount Desert ferry, 
the terminus of the line, the train is 
left for the boat for an eight-mile 
sail to Bar Harbor. From the wharf 
a slip, or gang-plank, forty feet long 
and ten feet wide led up to the boat. 
The slip was hinged at the inner end 
so as to be raised or lowered to suit 
the tide. 
The wharf extends 
on 


both sides flush with the end of the 
wooden gang-plank. Five 
timbers, 


four by twelve inches, set vertically, 
ran the length of the plank, 
and 


these were crossed by 
two-inch 


planking. It is said that there was 
no support for the plank between 
the hinges at the outer end. When 
the excursion train from Bangor ar- 
rived there was a rush 
for 
the 


steamer Sappho. The first few pas- 
sengers had crossed the gang-plank 
safely and it is estimated that 20O 
people were massed upon the plank. 


Suddenly they felt the plank give 


away beneath them. The long tim- 
ber supporters of the plank broke in 
the middle. The hinges held up one 
end and the chain the other, while 
the broken end of the plank dropped 
and a struggling, screaming mass of 
humanity was plunged into the water 
fifteen feet below the wharf. A few 
clung to the sides of the plank, but 
at least 150 were struggling in the 
water. The piling of the wharf par- 
tially penned them in on three sides 
and the boat lying at the 
wharf 


closed the outer end of the opening. 


After the first moment of stupefac- 


tion the work of rescue began. Ropes 
and life preservers were thrown to 
the crowd, but in the panic the peo- 
ple in the water clutched one an- 
other and many sank thus in groups 
in death grapple. Many taken from 
the water were unconscious and were 
revived with difficulty. Doctors were 
summoned from all directions, but it 
was half an hour before the first ar- 
rived. 


The freight house at the ferry was 


turned into a morgue, the bodies be- 
ing taken there for identification as 
fast as recoveied. 
By noon seven- 


teen had 
been 
recovered. 
Three 


other persons were taken on board 
the Sappho and died on the way to 
Bar Harbor.

been advanced. The most logical ona 
is that the water was allowed to get 
too low in the boiler, exposing the 
crown sheet. The latter became red 
hot, and when the injector was put 
in operation, the rush of cold water 
on the almost melting metal pro- 
duced instantaneously so great a vol 
ume of steam that it could not escape 
by the safety valve and through the 
cylinders and under the immense 
pressure the boiler gave way 
The 


engine had uncoupled from the train 
and was going south for witei. The 
crown sheet was torn loose on two 
sides and at the rear. 
The 'orce of 


tli* explosion broke the coupling be- 
twetu the locomotive and its tender 
and twined the engine completely 
over with its pilot poiut'ng in the 
direction from which it came. Tt is 
said that three or four of the class 
P engines have met a similai fate, 
which might be taken as an indica- 
tion that there is some defect in their 
construction. The class P engine is 
a product of the Altoona shops.

PRISONER ASSERTS HIS INNOCENCE. 


Is Self Possessed and Firm, But Occasionally Pas- 


sionate I hrqughout a Searching Examination 


--•Secret Sessions of the Court. 


Beuseg, Aug. 7.—The proceedings 


of the court martial betore which 
Captain Dreyfus is on trial opened 
at tea minutes past 7 o'clock this 
morning. 
Captain Dreyfus entered 


the court room with a firm 
step, 


though his features were palid. He 
is partly bald and what hair he has 
is gray and close-cropped. 


He answered the formal questions 


of the judge as to his name, 
age, 


etc., in a clear, determined 
voice. 


He sat facing the judges with his 
hand resting on his knee, an impres- 
sive figure. 


After the examination of Captain 


Dreyfus had been concluded the court 
adjourned, after deciding to sit be- 
hind closed doors tomorrow and as 
many of the following days as are 
necessary for the examination of the 
aecret "dossier." 


The next public session of the court 


will probably take place on Saturday 
next. 
..

Is concerned, in an atmosphere of 
perfect tranquility. The population 
la apparently indifferent. 
Only 
a 


•mall crowd, at the most fifty per- 
sona, had gathered outside the en- 
trance to the Lycee by 6 o'clock. A 
majority of these were journalists. 


The prefect of. police and chief of 


the cscret police, Viguler, 
arrived 


just before 6 and- began the super- 
intendence of police measures. 


At this time only half a dozen of 


gendarmes were visible. They were 
stationed at the portal of the Lycee 
and inside the garden in front of the 
Lycee^ which-is separated from the 
sidewalk of'the Avenue De La Gare 
by A. high Iron railing, which no one 
was allowed to pass until Dreyfus 
had been transferred from the mili- 
tary prison to the room within ttie 
Lycee building- where he was 
to 


await the moment when he should 
be summoned to enter 
the 
court 


room. 


STRONG MILITABT OTTABD. 
Strong detachments of gendarmes, 


on foot and mounted, began to ar- 
rive at 6 o'clock, and took up their 
positions in the side streets around 
the Lycee. 
At 6:15 the prefect of 


police gave the order to close 
the 


Avenue De La Gare for three hun- 
dred yards In front of the Lycee and 
also all by streets loading to the 
avenue.. Tho gendarmes were, im- 
mediately, drawn up along the ave- 
nue, and the space In front 
of the 


Lycee was cleared of all spectator: 
A detachment of infantry was drawn 
across the avenue in. double lines, 
leaving between them a passage for 
Captain Dreyfus .across the avenue 
from the military prison to the en 
trance to the Lycee. 
. 


The crowd, which by that time; had 


increased to & few hundreds, was 
kept by the gendarmes at, a distance 
of one hundred and fifty yards on 
either side of .the, passage., Captain 
Dreyfus •- emerged from the military 
prison underi escort of a lieutenant 
and £pur gendarmes. 


He crossed the roadway 
quickly 


and disappeared within tho Lycee 
the hedge of soldiers hiding 
him 


from view- .

AN ANIMATED SCENE. 


The scene inside the court room was 


nost animated. Every Inch of space 
was titled a quarter of on hour before 
the proceedings opened. 


The large, airy, well lighted room 


n which the trial takes place is in 
;he form of a concert hall, with. a 
stage nnd proscenium. The platform 
if the stage has.been brought, for- 
ward beyond the footlights. The room 
s pointed a light brown, with the 
lames of famous Bretons, such as Le 
Sage, Benan and Chateaubriand in- 
scribed in golden letters on nn orna-

Dreyfus replied with n vehement 


declaration of his innocence, repent- 
ng several times, "I am innocent," 
n rt voice which quivered with emo- 
ion. The agonized manner in which 
ie' uttered his pbtestatioiis of inno- 
cejice had a most painful effect and 
must have evoked the sympathy, even 
if his most inveterate enemies. 


The prisoner grew more composed 


as the examination proceeded, an- 
swering every question 
without a 


moment's hesitation; 


The accoustlcs of the court room 


were abominable, only those within 
a few feet of the judges being able 
;o follow the examination closely, 


Even M. Labor!, who was seated 


behind Dreyfus, within three yards 
of hiiii, held his hand to his ear in 
order to catch the questions and an- 
swers'. 


BIGOB OF THE JUDGE. 


Colonel Jouaust submitted 
Drey- 


fus to a rigorous examination, more 
in the style of a prosecuting counsel 
than a judge, and made gestures of 
Impatience at some direct ' denials 
which Dreyfus gave repeatedly to tho 
judge's questions. 
The prisoner's 


voice resounded frequently through 
the court room ns he energetically 
replied: "No, my colonel," or "Never 
never," to quotlons put to him.

Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. 7.—An

into it, instantly killing many of the 
passengers. Three physicians who 
were passengers on a car a short dis- 
tance behind, arrived quickly on the 
scene and rendered all possible assist- 
ancft to the injured. Word was sent 
to Bridgeport, and three ambulances 
and a police wagon wero hurriod to 
the hospital. A morgue was impro- 
vised in the main room of the town 


hall at Stratford, and in a very short 
time twenty-three bodies were laid 
out awaiting identification.

place orders for next year, wl'ich is 
evidence that traders now expect to 
see the present level of prices main- 
tained at least during the first hnlf 
of 1900. TMs disposition is all the 
more remarkable for being manifest- 
ed at this period of the year, which 
is by all precedents the dullest That 
orders ore being placed at current 
prices for delivery six months ahead 
shows the extent of confidence, which 
is becoming more general every day.
